A aubtio" but violent poison ,talc-- 
en internally, ended the life of Marlon 
Fruiici'S r;ambt>rl, IS-yfar-oUJ Highland 
Park hiyrh school pupil, whosp^Ufeless 
boriy Wds found In litM' father Tffursdny, 
Feb. 10, in 11 heavy wood on i he country 
c?5tutf of Hiirold M-'CurmicIc, just south 
of Lnke Forest. 

The Kirl, an acknowledU'-d beauty, n 
■senior in hlfil' schools, where she stood 
hl^h in her classes, prominent inchurch 
Vdrk in Luke Fort-.st and engaged to a 
student in the state university — with 
everything to live for — left the home of 
her father, Frank Lambert, head gar- 
dener on the "Indian Hill" estate of 
Jonas ICuppenheimer, to Ko to school, 
A churn was ^vith her. She left the 
chum "to mail a letter." Twenty-four 
hours later she tvas found lifeless in the 
bleak woods. 

Here are three outstandinf^ facts in 
the case which miike a theory of either 
murder or suicide plausible: 

U, Although a violent poison was 
found in her organs and had ended her 
life, no container was found near her 
body. Crvstals of the poi->on were 
found in her long tresses and beneath 
her finder nails. ^ 

2. The trail she took from the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee electric .railroad 
station at Sacred Heart convent indi- 
cates that a man was with her; that 
they walked fully a mile before her 
final resting place was reached and that 
he left, evidently in haste. The police 
said he must have taken away the 
poison container. " 

3. The post mortem e.xnmination re- 
vealed that she Had not been attacked 
and *,iii.^^he had been chaste. 

"Every since, the' finding of the dead 
body the state's attorney^ police and 
other ofHcials have been working dili- 
g?ntly to fasten the guilt upori Wm. 
H. Orpet, who according to his own 
statement was the. companion oT the 
jjirl, in her walk about the woods on 
the fatal day. ' 

Although Orpet has made some dam- 
aging admissions, he stoutly clings to 
lits statement of nnt guilty and claims 
he will have no difTiculty in proving his 
innocense when the lime comes. 

He states he met her in the woods 
near Sacred Henrt academy Wedneflday 
mornini? by appointment, after vyriting 
her u letter. 

He said she pleaded for two hours 
with him to renew a friendship with 
her. Then,V he said, he left her and as 
he did she swallowed the prusaic acid 
which caused her death. 

Detectives Toby and Beardeley and 
State's Attorney Dady profess to be 
lleve that he has not told the whole 
truth. He doesnotyetadmithe actual- 
ly saw the girl die. He has not explain- 
ed where the poison come from.

Army of Bats Fighting San Antonio's Mosquitoes 

SAN ANTONIO, TEX.— An army of mosqulto-eatlng bats, several thousand 
strong, has been turned loose in San Antonio. If, as has been predicted 
for It, tho army succeeds In crippling seriously tho activities of the germ- 

ladon mosquito population, many other 
citjes may follow San Antonio's ex- 
ample and establish their "municipal 
bat roosts." 

Dr. C. A. R. Campboll, who has 
mado a special study of bats, Is ro- 
Bponslble for San Antonio's bat roost. 
Tho Institution camo Into existence 
last spring. 

It was not a success in Us first 
year owing to tho fact that It was es- 
tablished lato in tho spring, and Its 
population was not numerous enough. 
Tills spring there is a large army of bats on hand and it has been given an 
early start, - 

Doctor Campbell says that one hnt in the course of a single day will cat 
1.000 mosquitoes. He expects hordes of mosquitoes to perish dally, and that 
by tho end of the summer the pestiferous insects will be almost. If not entirely, 
missing from this locality. 

Doctor Campbell says that the more faialaria. typhoid and other germs 
a mosquito carries, the better tho bat relishes it. 

After April 30 tho bats grow loss hungry and more sleepy. By the end 
of July their filght totals only about two hours. Soon thereafter tho season 
for baby bats arrives. 

A neighboring city having written to Doctor Campholl asking bira to get 
rid of mosquitoes, lie replied: -Ureed bats." Then ho got another letter 
Inquiring, "But when you've got rid of the mosquitoes, how do you get rid 
of tho bats?"

Berlin Government Offered Nicaragua 

Larger Sum for Canal Route 

Option, It Is Said. 

Washington. Feb. IC— That Ger- 
many had offered Nicaragua a larger 
Kum than tho United States for an op- 
tion on the Nlcaraguan canal route 
was urged In the senate on Monday aa 
an argument tor early ratlQcatlon ot 
tho pending treaty. 

Several senators said tUey had liecn 
informed during tbe course ot tho de- 
bate that Germany had long sought 
an option on the canal route; that ef- 
forts tirsL were made soon after 
France undertook construction of a 
canal and had been renewed more re- 
cenlly. Members ot the foreign rela- 
tions committee denied reports that 
there was any documentary evldenco 
in possession ot the commltteo on tho 

subject.

Chicago, I^ob. 15.— An nnarchlatlc 
plot that proposed a veritable holo- 
caust among churches, public Institu- 
tlons and the clergy of the United 
States waa discloaed by Uie Chicatro 
police. 

Among tho elTects.of Jolui Alicgrlnl 
anarchist conlldant of Jean Crones, 
alleged poisoner of Archbishop .Mun- 
deleln'a banquet aoup, were found let- 
tors that planned crimes that reduce 
the wildest dreama of a Horgia and 
make the poisoning of a hundred bnn- 
uuet gueats a mere detail. 

Fifty Churches Fired. 
Already, according to Deputy Chief 
Schuettler, Incendiary llroB, some de- 
Btructivo and some loaa succeHsful, 
bavo attacked more than fifty churches 
In Chicago alono. 

The existence of an antl-clerlcal or- 
ganlzaUon of "dcatroyera" is regarded 
as certain by Chief Uealey. Capt. 
Nicholas Hunt of the dctecUve bureau, 
and Deputy Schuettler, who lust night 
completed the study of translations of 
Allegrlnl'a lettera. 

Alicgrlnl has been formally arrested 
and charged with conapiracy to com- 
mit murder. Previous to his formal 
detention he waa held in close conllnc- 
mont after being taken Into custody 
on Saturday.

BURIED IN QUICKLIME 



With IdentlflcaUon of Body as That of 

Man MIsBlng Many IVIonths, Former 

Employee is Placed Under 

Arrest. 



Philadelphia. — a workman who 
drove his pick Into a wooden box 
burled In tho cellar of an old building 
that waa being razed In thla city un- 
covered a hidden mystery. The box 
was carried out and broken open. In 
It was a braaa-bound trunk and in 
the trunk was tho body of a man part- 
ly destroyed by quicklime. The body 
had also been covered with strips of 
leather, which had been soaked In 
add to hasten the work of decay and 
destruction. 

Within a short time tlie police of 
the city had established the identity 
or tho murdered man. From the teeth 
a partly destroyed notebook and a few 
remnants of clothing, the body waa 
recognized as that of Daniel J. Mc-

from his homo on March 30. 1914 Mc- 
Nlchol was m tho leather business 
and had for his foreman Edward J 
Ke ley. who, after tho failure of tho 
leather concern, opened a laundry In 
the building under which the body of 
McNIchol was found.

Finally tho day camo for Washing- 
ton to take leave of his army— October 
18, 17S3. For tho laat time he aasom- 
blod them ot Nowburgh, N. Y., when 
ho rodo out on tho field and gave them 
ono of those paternal addresses which 
ao eminently characterized hla rela- 
tionship with hla army. 

But hla final leave of everything con- 
nected with his military life was taken 
on December 3, 1783. at Fauncea' tav- 
ern, Now York city. Hero he had ro- 
quoBted his ofllcors In full uniform to 
assemble. On entering tho room and 
finding himself surrounded by his old 
compaalona In arms his ogitatod feel- 
ings overcame his usual aelf-control. 
Evory man aroao with oyea' turned* 
toward him. Filling a glaaa of wine 
and lifting It to his llpa, he reatod hla 
benignant but saddened countenanco
